He also wanted to know if 
the brother had not bought her a pis- 
tol with which she might defend her- 
self against Thaw.. The defendant's 
wife denied absolutely that there was 
any truth in any of these statements, 
and said she had nover owned or car- 
ried a pistol in her life.

of White. Dr. Evans had testified 
that Thaw in his will displayed evi- 
dences of a melancholic state of mind. 
The district attorney dwelt for an 
hour or more upon the subject of mel- 
ancholia and then afked the expert 
if it was not true that in acute melan- 
cholia there is a recurrence of the af- 
fliction in at least one-third of all 
cases. Dr Evan* said there was 


During the cross-examination of Dr. 


Evans Thaw began to write rapidly, 
and told the reporteis that he was 
preparing a statement. His action at- 
ti acted the attention of his lawyers, 
who apparently wished to dissuade 
the defendant from making a formal 
statement public. However, the fol- 
lowing, written upon a scrap of paper, 
finally reached the press table. "This 
is the second statement Mr. Thaw 
has made since Aug. 10: 'With 
chances a million to one against her, 
It is wonderful that'Mrs. Thaw's tes- 
timony prevailed against the district 
attorney and his blacklegs.'" 


Mr. Jerome said he intended calling 


as a witness in rebnttal Dr. Allan Me- 
Lane Hamilton, the alienist who was 
first employed by the Thaw defense 
but who has not heretofore figured in 
the trial.' Dr. Hamilton recently re- 
turned from Europe, and in a pub- 
lished interview just after he landed 
was reported to have said that he 
came to the conclusion that Thaw was 
insane at the time of the tragedy and 
that he is insane now. 


The district attorney also stated 


that he would call Dr Charles F. Bin- 
gaman of Pittsburg, the Thaw family 
physician, in rebuttal 
Dr. Binganmn 


was on the stand for a short while, 
but Mr. Delmas objected when Mr. Je- 
rome started in to cross-examine the 
physician as to insanity in the Thaw 
family, on the ground that the wit- 
ness had not qualified as an expert. 
Mr. .lerome thereupon told Dr. Bmga- 
man to hold himself in readine&s to 
take the stand for the state. Dr. Bin- 
gaman told of visiting Thaw in the 
Tombs during August last, wuen the 
prisoner seemed much depressed and 
suffered from the delusion that a con- 
spiracy had been formed against him, 
complaining that he was not allowed 
to pnt paper over the grating in his 
cell door because 't'hey" wanted the 
cold air'to blow in and give him 
pneumonia, so he would die and his 
case never come to trial. 


It is probable that the defense will 


conclude its case by Monday or Tues- 
day of next week.

I mean the function of 
teaching the whole population how diseases are caused am 
communicated and what are the

• MEAKS OF PREVENTION. 


The recent campaign against tuberculosis is a good illustration o: 


this new function of the profession. To discharge it WELL require! 
in medical men the power of interesting exposition with telling illus 
tration and moving exhortation. Obviously the function calls for dis 
interestedness and PUBLIC SPIRIT on the part of the profession 
but to this call it is certain that the profession will respond. It als< 
calls for some new adjustments and new functions in medical schools 
which should hereafter be careful to provide means of popxilar exposi 
tion concerning water supplies, foods, drinks, drugs, the parasitic 
causes or consequences of disease in men, plants and animals and the 
MODES OF COmUOTCATIOlSr of all communicable diseases. 


Medical museums should be arranged in part for the instruction o: 


the public and, with some suitable reservations, should be stated!; 
OPEN TO THE PUBLIC. The medical schools also habitually 
should provide popular lectures on medical subjects, and these lectures 
should be given without charge on days and at hours when working 
people can attend. In other words, selected physicians should become 
public preachers, AS WELL AS PKIVATE PRACTITIONEBS. 
America has much to learn from Europe in regard to this public spirit- 
ed aerrice on the part of the profession. 


In another respect the teaching of medicine must be broadened in 


th« century we have HOAV entered upon. Medical study has been in 
time past far too exclusively the study of man's body BY ITSELF. 
Hereafter the study of medicine must be largely comparative, or, in 
other words, must include man's relations to the animal and vegetable 
kingdoms. The Harvard Medical school enters into possession of its 
Jiew buildings with three professorships of comparative anatomy, com- 
parative physiology and comparative pathology. 
This tendency to 


• COMPARATIVE study already has been developed well ii» other sub- 
jects—as, for example, in comparative psychology, legislation and reli- 
gion. 
Wherever this study by comparison wins adequate place it 


makes the study of the subject broader and more liberalizing and the 
results obtained MORE COMPREHENSIVE AIS'D JTJST. 


Medical students, therefore, should have studied zoology and bot- 


any before BEGINNING the study of medicine and should have 
acquired some skill in the use of the scalpel'and microscope. It is ab- 
surd that anybody SHOULD BEGIN" WITH THE HUMAN' 
BODY the practice of dissection or of surgery, and, furthermore, it is 
wholly irrational that any young man who means to be a physician 
should not have MASTERED the elements of biology, chemistry and 
physics years before he enters a medical school.
